2. It would Mem ridiculous to grant, after a further sub- 
stantial period of service outside the United States, the home leave 
which had been earned but not granted during or immediately after 
the first period of service abroad, while denying the employee the 
home leave earned djiring the subsequent period of service abroad. 
We believe both periods of bomb leave may be granted. However, 

U. after the first period of service abroad, the employee is granted 
all of hit home leave, it would be necessary for him to serve a 
fail 24 additional mouths outside the United States in order to be 
eligible for home leave again. To the extent (hat thia opinion may 
differ with peetliens taken by tide Office earlier, the former are 
modified. 
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
